Daffney  is  considering  a  career  as  a  beautician  and  cosmetologist,  and  may 
enter  beauty  college  this  fall.  Eddie  is  thinking  of  entering  the  College  of 
Great  Falls,  where  he  may  major  in  business  administration.  As  far  as  we 
know  at  this  writing,  the  other  eight  are  planning  on  continuing  their  studies  at 
Gallaudet  College.

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Structural  Suggestions 

Some  years  ago  the  writer  was  re- 
quested to  set  up  a  safety  code  for  new 
construction,  with  the  following  results: 

L  Buildings  not  over  two  stories  high. 
The  safety  factor  is  too  obvious  to 
need  explanation.  The  compar- 
able cost  of  construction  is  low. 

2.  Adequate  foundations. 
Different  requirements  are  neces- 
sitated by  contour,  soil  condition, 
moisture  content  and  fault  lines. 

3.  Steel  truss  construction. 

Combustible  materials  should  be 
held  to  a  minimum  from  the 
standpoint  of  safety  and  of  main- 
tenance. 

4.  Roofs  sloped  for  drainage. 
Many  institutional  roofs  have  had 
to  be  replaced  because  of  freezing 
and  heaving  caused  by  poor  drain- 
age. 

5.  Fireproof  stairways,  if  any. 

By  holding  construction  to  two 
stories  fireproof  stairways  will 
eliminate  the  necessity  of  emer- 
gency exits. 

6.  All  exit  doors  opening  out. 

This  is  accepted  practice  where 
safety  codes  are  enforced. 

7.  All  exit  doors  equipped  with  bar 
lever  openers  or  equivalent. 

No  exit  door  locked  against  exit 


unless  constantly  guarded. 

8.  Adequate  water  lines. 

Water  lines  should  provide  for 
fire  protection  and  for  antici- 
pated expansion. 

9.  Provision  for  borrowed  light  in 
central  hallways. 

Most  institutions  depend  on  cent- 
ral hallways  for  traffic.  Unless 
borrowed  light  is  provided,  elec- 
tric light  is  constantly  needed. 

10.  Fireproof  flooring  throughout. 
Floors  of  dormitories  or  class- 
rooms should  be  covered  with  as- 
phalt tile  or  similar  resilient  mate- 
rial. Baths  and  kitchen  should  be 
equipped  with  terraza  or  other 
material  not  requiring  paint. 

11.  Ceilings  non-combustible  whether 
of  acoustic  material  or  of  plaster. 

12.  All  wiring  in  rigid  conduit. 

In  any  new  construction  or  alter- 
ation relaxing  of  this  rule  will  lead 
to  fire  hazards. 

13.  Fire  alarm  system  on  independent 
electrical  circuit. 

This  should  apply  to  all  public 
buildings  and  should  be  covered 
by  state  legislation.  Institutions 
should  consider  the  advisability 
of  combining  lights  and  gongs. 

14.  Exit  lights  at  all  exits  on  inde- 
pendent electrical  circuit. 

This  also  should  apply  to  all 
public  buildings  where  people 
sleep. 

15.  Electrical  outlets,  plug  or  light, 
should  meet  underwriter's  speci- 
fications. 

Pilots  lights  and  switch  should  be 
provided  wherever  heating  units 
will  be  attached. 

16.  Heating  plant  housed  in  separate 
building. 
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17.  Low  pressure  steam  heating  with 
return  pipes  for  condensation. 

18.  At  least  three  storage  rooms 
should  be  provided. 

One  for  food  only,  another  en- 
tirely separate  for  soaps,  lye,  in- 
secticides and  disinfectants,  an- 
other for  medicine.  The  keys  to 
storerooms  should  be  kept  by 
competent  persons.  Numerous 
cases  illustrate  the  danger  of  in- 
discriminate storage  and  delivery. 

19.  Adequate  refrigerated  storage 
space  for  foods. 

It  is  not  uncommon  for  insti- 
tution inmates  to  expect  weevil 
food. 

20.  Paint  stored  in  separate  building. 
Cans  of  paint  in  a  building  pre- 
sent a  hazard  of  explosion  and  of 
rapidly  spreading  flame. 

21.  Adequate  number  of  fire  extin- 
guishers placed  according  to  advice  of 
fire  marshal. 

The  staff  should  have  practice  in 
the  use  of  extinguishers. 

22.  Metal  step-on  disposal  cans  for  all 
combustible  waste  material. 

All  waste  material  should  be  re- 
moved daily,  whether  combusti- 
ble or  kitchen  waste. 

23.  Adequate  locker  space  in  sleep- 
ing rooms  to  avoid  large  collection  of 
combustible  material  in  one  locker 
room. 

24.  Adequate  toilet  and  bathing  facili- 
ties properly  spaced  with  reference  to 
dormitories. 

The  type  of  inmate  will  affect  the 
number  who  can  safely  use  one 
unit. 

25.  Adequate  sanitary  drinking  facili- 
ties. In  the  case  of  children  there 
should  be  definite  times  to  get  a  drink 


from  the  health  standpoint. 

26.  Inspection  and  consultation  should 

be  provided. 

An  institution  head  should  be 
able  to  call  in  an  expert,  provided 
by  state  or  regional  district,  for 
an  inspection.  His  report  should 
be  made  to  the  bodies  empowered 
to  effectuate  necessary  changes. 
It  seems  that  the  list  has  been 
adopted  by  inspection  teams  as  a  safety 
code  for  institutions.  We  should  like 
to  offer  a  few  more  suggestions. 

1.  Fire  extinguishers  using  plain 
water  and  air  pressure  are  now  avail- 
able. These  eliminate  the  danger  of 
chemical  damage  to  persons,  clothing 
or  fixtures. 

2.  Where  weather  permits,  covered 
porches  in  place  of  hallways  save 
money,  provided  play  areas  and  allow 
for  better  lighting  in  rooms.  This  also 
eliminates  the  worst  fire  hazards. 

3.  Double  or  bat-wing  doors  with 
one  customarily  latched  will  greatly 
simplify  moving  large  equipment. 

4.  Do  not  allow  an  incinerator  to  be 
built  in  the  dormitory  or  classroom 
building.  It  is  still  being  done  and 
safety  inspectors  still  object.  You  can 
eliminate  scorched  fingers  on  your  old 
incinerator  by  putting  one-half  inch 
asbestos  hard  board  on  the  inside  of 
the  door. 

5.  Get  fire  sprinklers.

Blind  Graduate 
Honored  at  U.  C. 


A  Montana  woman  who  has  been 
blind  all  her  23  years  was  singled  out 
Wednesday  for  a  national  award  in 
recognition  of  her  brilliant  scholastic 


record  at  the  University  of  California. 

Miss  Adranne  Newman  of  Havre, 
Montana,  who  wants  to  be  a  history 
teacher  in  a  junior  college  after  she 
wins  a  doctorate  in  history,  was  pre- 
sented the  Capt.  Charles  W.  Brown 
Memorial  Medal.  It  is  given  each  year 
by  the  American  Foundation  for  the 
Blind.  Brown,  who  died  in  1928,  was 
president  of  the  Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass 
Co. 

Miss  Newman  has  a  B  plus  average. 

She  gets  around  the  huge  campus 
with  the  aid  of  only  a  cane,  sings  in  a 
church  choir,  writes  her  own  papers  in 
Braille  and  types  them  herself. 

Miss  Newman,  whose  brother  also 
is  blind  and  teaches  at  a  blind  high 
school  at  Lansing,  Mich.,  said  being 
sightless  since  birth  has  a  certain  ad- 
vantage over  a  person  who  can  see  and 
then  goes  blind. 

"You  don't  have  to  adjust  to  it  be- 
cause there  is  nothing  to  adjust  to", 
she  explains. 

She  was  graduated  in  1957  from  the 
University  of  Montana  and  received 
her  master's  degree  last  summer  at  UC. 
At  Montana,  she  made  an  A  in  40  out 
of  47  courses. 

Justifying  her  teaching  ambition, 
she  said;  "I  don't  want  to  be  tucked 
away  in  somebody's  dusty  library.  I 
read  and  write  about  as  fast  as  anyone 
else."

Deaf  Couple  Active 

In  Sunday  School  Work 

The  stewardship  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Richard  Mullins,  local  deaf  couple, 
who  teach  a  Sunday  school  class  of 
deaf  children,  has  been  making  a  stir 
in  Methodist  circles. 

Mrs.  Mullins  started  the  class  at  First 
Methodist  Church  over  a  year  ago  with 
the  couple's  10-year-old  son,  Jimmy, 
also  deaf,  as  one  of  the  first  members. 
Now  it  has  a  capacity  membership  of 
10. 

Mullins,  a  linotype  operator  and 
proof  reader  for  The  Tribune  and 
Leader,  was  drawn  into  the  work,  when 
he  discovered  many  of  the  parents  had 
no  means  of  communicating  with  their 
deaf  children.  Now  he  contributes  his 
time,  both  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays, 


teaching  sign  language  to  interested 
adults,  who  have  included  teachers, 
and  a  Girl  Scout  leader,  as  well  as 
parents. 

One  of  his  prize  students  is  Shelia 
McQuirk,  a  Great  Falls  High  School 
sophomore,  who  learned  to  sign  in 
order  to  assist  Mrs.  Mullins  with  her 
Sunday  work.  Since  working  with  the 
Mullins  she  has  decided  to  make  teach- 
ing the  deaf  her  career. 

The  state  school  is  believed  to  be  th  ^ 
only  one  in  the  country  that  does  not 
conduct  Sunday  school  classes  on  tK  ^ 
campus.  All  students,  both  deaf  an  I 
blind,  attend  the  church  of  their  choice, 
according  to  Glenn  1.  Harris,  school 
president.  The  37  blind  children  are 
members  of  regular  Sunday  school 
classes  in  town,  but  special  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  by  churches  of 
the  city  to  teach  religion  to  the  64  deaf 
youngsters,  who  need  visual  aids  to 
understand. 

Catholics  and  Protestants  take  care 
of  their  own  on  a  congregational  basis, 
eliminating  the  need  for  nonsectarian 
classes  with  unsatisfactory  religious 
atmosphere  at  the  school,  Harris  ex- 
plained. 

At  First  Methodist  Church,  which 
has  taken  children  of  other  denomin- 
ations under  its  wing,  student  attend- 
ance is  the  responsibility  of  the  parents. 
In  many  cases  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
children  has  led  to  whole  families  be- 
coming a  part  of  the  church  family, 
Mrs.  Harper  said. 

That  same  enthusiasm  has  spread  to 
the  rest  of  the  primary  department 
at  the  church  with  other  children  rush- 
ing in  at  times  to  get  a  quick  lesson  in 
basic  sign  words  and  rushing  out  to 
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practice  them  on  anyone  handy. 

The  crowded  conditions  at  the 
church  do  not  hamper  the  three  deaf 
groups,  all  in  session  at  one  time  in  one 
room.  Mrs.  Mullins'  class  of  7  to  11- 
year-olds  does  not  disturb  her  hus- 
band's sign  class  or  the  kindergarten 
class  of  Mrs.  Viola  Altop,  another  deaf 
instructor.

Miss  Romstad  has  been  working  in 
the  department  for  the  blind,  using  a 
screening  test  in  hearing  and  speech 
differentiation,  while  Mrs.  Kenna  has 
been  doing  audiograms  on  the  hearing, 
or  lack  of  hearing,  in  the  department 
for  the  deaf.  They  plan  to  send  us  a 
copy  of  their  final  results  when  they 
have  completed  their  study. 

We  enjoyed  having  these  people 
with  us,  and  hope  that  the  results  of 
their  work  will  contribute  something  to 
the  ever-continuing  study  of  the  deaf, 
as  well  as  of  speech  and  hearing  at  all 
levels.
